Chairman McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, said he was hopeful the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
will get prompt agreement on 
these two measures:

non-Communist countries. 

(2) The multi-billion dollar 
appropriations for the Army, 
Navy and Air Force.

told a reporter.

This measure would provide one 
billion dollars for western Europe’s 
defenses.

The tough nut to crack is the 
armed forces money bill which 
has been stalled for the last month 
by a Senate-House dispute over 
Air Force funds. 

The Senate went along with 
President Truman’s recommenda- 
tions for a 48-group Air Force.

They also show persons 
of 50 who do not have much of 


this degeneration. Hc has 300 
photos of fatty degeneration 
various age groups of people and 
says: 

“I am prepared to say—and_this 
is nothing more than free specu- 
lation—that we may make some 
advance toward understanding 
and possibly arresting the process- 
es of old age.” 

Dr. Frantzell says his pictures 
owe their success to three things, 
use of soft (low voltage) X-rays, 
filters and a method of printing 
the photos.

1 there will, in effect, be a com- 
plete shutdown in the metal-con- 
suming industries.” 

Sawyer said the .steel strike 
which began Oct. 1 has cut steel 
production to 10 per cent of Ca- 
pacity, causing metal-consuming 
industries to Jraw on their exist- 
ing inventories. Should the strike 
continue to Nov. 15, “it is expected 


cent of the production of these 
steel-consuming industries will be 
lost, with serious damage to the 
nation’s economy.” | 

Sawyer expressed concern for 
more than 200,000 small manufac- 


sands of service establishments 
which he said depend on steel. He 
said that far too many of them 
would not have the capital to re- 
open. 

“The growth in numbers of 
small businesses since the war

Harris denied knowledge of the 
shooting when taken into custody 
by Sheriff Bradshaw after “Little 
Earl” was wounded. He asserted 
his automobile was not in oper- 
able condition the day of the shoot- 
ing and showed the sheriff the 
partly disassembled car on his 
brother’s farm. 

The shooting of “Little Earl” 
was the fourth in the Shelton fam- 
fly in two years. Carl Shelton was 
killed first. Then Bernie Shelton, 
a brother, was ambushed near his 
tavern in Peoria and slain July 26, 
1948. Last May, “Big Earl” Shel- 
ton, the third brother, was shot 
and seriously woundéd by a gun- 
man who fired on him through a 
window of the Shelton gambling 
house here on the town square. 
Shelton recovered after spending 
several weeks in the Deaconess 
Hospital in Evansville. 

The gambling joint, known as 
“The Farmer’s Club” has been 
closed since the shooting of “Big 
Earl,” who has a large farm four 
miles east of here at Merriam 
Crossing.

Charges ‘Betrayal’ by 
UE Leaders at Con- 
necticut Plant. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Oct. 17 
(AP)—The 168-day strike at the 
Singer Manufacturing Co. ended 
yesterday without a general wage 
increase and with a disputed pay 
system still in force. 

Between 2000 and 2700 of the 
7000 workers, members of the CIO 
United Electrical Workers, were 
scheduled to return today. 

Local 401 leaders charged that a 
“betrayal” by UE leaders at the 
Bridgeport (Conn.), Singer plant 
had “ruined” their efforts to form 
a better contract. 

At Bridgeport, Tom Williams, 
president of Local 227 of the union, 
denied the charge and said he 
would issue a statement today 
comparing the gains made by the 
Bridgeport local in its recent .set- 
tlement with the terms of the 
Elizabeth settlement. 

Local 401 leaders also denied a 
statement by the company that 
the newly-accepted contract “was 
substantially available to the 
union without a strike.” 

The 500 members of Local 401 
voted yesterday at a mass meeting 
to accept a new contract which is 
scheduled to be signed by com- 
pany and union representatives to- 
day. 

A spokesman for the sewing ma- 
chine company said all strikers, 
plus another 2000 company em- 
ployes laid off because of the 
strike would be back at wark by 
Friday. . 

Here are the main provisions of 
the new contract: 

Allows the company to continue 
and extend the standards (incen- 
tive) pay system, which had been

PREACHER 
FOR ‘STEALING WIFE, 
TAKES OWN LIFE 


COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 17 (AP)— 
A verdict of murder and suicide 
was returned today in the deaths 
of a self-styled preacher and the 
man who accused him of stealing 
his wife and teen-age children. 
Dead were Bruce Rose, 41 years 
old, father of three children, and 
Frank Carson, 63. 

Rose shot through a window 
and killed Carson yesterday while 
Carstn wag talking over the tele- 
phone to Rose’s estranged wife, 
Maida. Rose then reloaded his 
single-barre] shotgun and turned 
it on himself. 

Mrs. Rose called deputies to re- 
port the shooting. She said she 
had been talking with Carson 
when she heard a loud noise, and 
the telephone went dead. 

Before he died, Rose told Dep- 
uty Sheriffs he shot Carson “be- 
cause he stole my wife and chil- 
dren.” Coroner John H. Richard- 
son returned the| murder-suicide 
verdict. 

Carson was estranged from his 

wife. He is survived by four 
children, five grandchildren and 
a great-grandchild. 
Deputies said they were unable 
to find any certificate authorizing 
Carson ag a minister of any rec- 
ognized denomination. 


DRIVE BEGINS TO RECRUIT 600 
FOR AIR FORCE RESERVE UNIT 


A drive to recruit about 600 air- 
men for service in the 419th Troop 
Carrier Wing, a reserve unit with 
headquarters at Scott Air Force 
Base, began today under direction 
of Brig.

SUPREME COURT TO REVIEW | 
RULING ON 1949 RENT LAW 


End Controls Is 


Unconstitutional. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today agreed 
to review a decision that the 1949 
federal rent control act is uncon- 
stitutional. The decision has been 
held in abeyance pending Supreme 
Court action. 

‘Handed down by United States 
District Court Judge Elwyn R. 
Shaw in Chicago, the decision was 
appealed directly to the high tri- 
bunal by the Department of Jus- 
tice. The department contends 
Judge Shaw’s opinion is erroneous. 

The Supreme Court will hear 
arguments on the issue in two 
weeks, then give its ruling later.

nate. 

Moch was unable to bridge the 
arguments between his Socialist 
party and the other parties of 
the center, the Moderate Popular 
Republicans (M.R.P.) and the 
Radical Socialists, with whom he 
had been trying to form a new 
coalition. 

Twice today he postponed sched- 
uled announcements and late in 
the afternoon he went wrathfully 
from Parliament to Elysee Palace 
—the French White House—to tell 
President Vincent Aurio] his trou- 
bles. 

A last-minute fight developed 
over who would get the post of 
Minister of Information. The Rad- 
ical Socialists claimed it, but the 
Popular Republicans (MRP) op- 
posed the demand. 

Earlier in the day, Moch cleared 
a major hurdle by getting an MRP 
member to accept the Finance 
Ministry. His aids said then he 
would announce a cabinet at 1:30 
p.m. Later they postponed it to 
5 p.m. But that hour passed, too,

The currency reform of 1948, 
coupled with the beginning of 
Marshall Plan aid, put the Ger- 
man economy back on its feet by 
restoring value to money as a me- 
dium of exchange at a time 
when inflation was getting out of 
control and cigarettes were the 


principal medium of exchange. 


But the currency reform also 
wiped out most of the cash sav- 


ings Germans had left from the 
long years when there was full 


employment but not much to buy, 


in the days of National Socialism. 


With what was left of theii sav- 
ings, Germans rushed to the stores 
and emptied them in a spree of 
buying the things they hadn't 
been able to get for years, and 
of buying replacements for what 
had been lost as a result of war 
destruction, looting or forced mi- 
grations. 


The result was a steep climb in 
prices, and even though wage con- 
trols were removed a year ago and 

rices have fallen slightly, wages 

ave not caught up with prices. 
The consumer price index, based 
on the 1938 level, stood at about 
160 last summer, a fall of about 
7 points from mid-winter. The 
Wage index was only a little over 
130. Real wages, in other words, 
were only about four fifths as 
high as in 1938, a year of no great 
plenty for consumers under the

Money Buys Little.

Bicycles in High Gear. 

Sales of consumer goods in 
western .Germany, despite the 
swollen population, are only 50 to 
70 per cent of the 1936 total, even 
though over-all industrial pro- 
duction stood at about 90 per cent 
of the 1936 level. There’s one ex- 
ception. The production curve for 
bicycles has climbed off the chart 
at 160 per cent of 1936. 

' The bicycles are replacing au- 

tomobiles. Only one in every 150 

Germans had an automobile last 
summer, and many of the auto- 
mobiles on the streets are of an- 
client vintage and uncertain an- 
cestry, with a tendency to break 
down suddenly and often. Be- 
fore the war, there was one 
automobile for every 57 persons 
in western Germany. In the 

United States the ratio is one 

automobile to é¢very four per- 


sons. 

The price level was one of the 
major election issues of the Social 
Democratic party, which opposed 
ending of most rationing and 
Wage and price controls put into 
effect by Ludwig Erhard, minister 
of economics and a member of 
the conservative Christian Demo- 
cratic Union party. “The rich are 
getting richer and the poor 
poorer,” Social Democratic speak- 
ers contended, but the parties fa- 
voring a freer economy won the 
election. “Germany lost the war, 
s0 we can’t expect to have as 
many things as we did before the 
war,” many Germans told the 
writer. 

Fo Trade Controlled. 

Not all controls have been re- 
moved. Foreign trade, the key to 
the whole economy, under 
the control of the occupation pow- 
ers. In addition, basic foodstuffs 


- are still rationed, and prices of 


certain other commodities are still 
controlled. Bread, cereals, meat, 
fats, sugar, milk, cheese and 
noodles, a major item in the 
German diet, theoretically can be 
obtained only with ration cards.

In the French zone, it was per- 
mitted. With the formation of the 
Government of the Second Repub- 
lic, and the coming into force of 
the Occupation Statute, which re- 
laxes the Allied reins over Ger- 
many, such differences between 
the three western zones, and more 
important ones, are rapidly disap- 
pearing. 

Housing Is Bad. 


Very little has been done to 
relieve the acute housing shortage 
in Germany, which is estimated to 
total 6,000,000 units. Most families 
have only one or two rooms, a 
very few fortunate and well-to-do 
persons have three. 


The president of the Carl Freu- 
denberg Lederwerke, a large 
leather goods plant near Mann- 
heim, is still living in the house 
his grandfather built, but so are 
six other families, now. 

Many houses do not have run- 
ning water at all, most do not 
have running hot water. Nearly 
every roofed building is pressed 
into use for housing, and millions 
of Germans are still living in cel- 
lars, in frame shacks which were 
originally erected as tool sheds 
in the garden allotments surround- 
ing all German cities, or in 
ground floors of bombed buildings. 
Because of the housing short- 
age, Germans are not allowed to 
move without official permission, 
and the number of rooms a fam- 
ily may occupy is subject to offi- 
cial control. A minor housing offi- 
cial was tried in Frankfurt re- 
cently for accepting a bribe for 
permitting a family to occupy 
more than its share of space. The 
bribe was a child’s doll. 

For the German-stock refugees

Army cots are almost touching 
each other and families attempt to 
achieve a modicum of privacy by 
hanging blankets from overhead 
wires to serve as partitions. 

There are no windows. Cost of 
cutting a hole through the six- 
foot concrete wall is 3000 marks 
($714) a window. Electricity and 
communal washing and cooking 
facilities are provided, but many 
families have to do their cook- 
ing on little electric hot plates 
because of corgestion in the 
kitchen. 

Many of the residents were 
forced to leave almost all their 
personal Delongings behind in 
their eastern European homelands. 
In their present quarters, which 
are called “in-transit” but in many 
cases must suffice into the indef- 
inite future, they couldn’t have 
kept their household furnishings 
anyway, because the only furni- 
ture that can be squeezed in, in 
addition to the beds, are wooden 
boxes and an occasional wardrobe. 
Children’s toys on the beds em- 
phasized the squalor of the sur- 
roundings. 

Strangers Are Watched. 

For these quarters, residents are 
charged rents of 20 marks a 
month. Most of them are subsist- 
ing on public relief grants of 20 
to 30 marks a week, an absolute 
minimum for -life. Attendants 
keep a close eye on strangers—to 
prevent Communists from circu- 
lating through the air raid shel- 
ters to eapitalize on the human 
misery they house. 

Some new large-scale housing 
projects have been built, but not 
enough to make even a’dent in 
the general need, The basic prob- 
lems are lack of capital, and the 
fact that rents, which are fixed

This sum- 
mer was the first since the war 
in which relatively well-to-do Ger- 
mans were able to take short 
vacations away from their homes. 

Despite the. cramped housing 
conditions, German health was 
better than it was last year, and 
the crime rate was relatively low. 
The tuberculosis rate was con- 
siderably below the dangerous 
levels it reached before currency 
reform. There were, however, lo- 
cal epidemics of typhoid and 
paratyphoid fevers, which Allied 
public health experts traced to 
contaminated food and insanitary 
food handling.

cestry in Siam. 


Sympathetic to Reds. 


These communities are tending 
to become more and more Com- 
munist in sympathy as the Chinese 
Red armies extend their hold on 
China, according to reports here. 

This development may be due 
partly to agitation by Communist 
agents and partly to fear that the 
Communists will take over other 
Asiatic countries after they have 
consolidated their position in 
China. 


The main cause of the trend 
toward Communism in these other 
countries is, however, a desire to 
be in the good graces of the fu- 
ture rulers of China itself, it is be- 
lieved here. 


This desire is primarily the re- 
sult of the fact that most Chinese 
living abroad plan to return hame 
as soon as they can save enough 
money to live on, 


Generally speaking, Chinese do 
not become assimilated in other 
countries, not even in other Asi- 
atic countries. They live in their 
own communities, they send a 
relatively high proportion of their 
earnings back to relatives in 
China, and they themselves return 
home to live as soon as possible. 


All Classes Have Habit. 


All classes of Chinese tend to 
have these same  habits—rich 
merchants and bankers as well as 
coolies—and all therefore tend to 
swing over to whoever is in power 
in the mother country,

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FRANCE ABLE TO STAND MINISTRY CHANGE

HE French are eating well again. Food is plentiful in the mar- 
kets and stalls, unlike in England. Butter is used lavishly on 
meats, in sauces, in pastry. All of which is a clue to the French 
state of mind toward business; yes, and a clue to the calm when the 


Queuille government fell as a result of British devaluation of the 


pound. 

When a Frenchman’s food is 
poor, he’s desperate. When it’s 
good, he’s content. When it’s ex- 
cellent, he’s delirious. Right now, 
the food is improving rapidly in 
quantity and quality. 

France is full of postwar re- 
surgence. Parisian streets are 
jammed with people and motor 
cars. Automobile sales are boom- 
ing—to the well-to-do, of course. 
(An auto is out of the reach of 
the French worker.) Tourists are 
plentiful. Usually they grumble at 
the high prices. Yet the cost for 
a visitor probably is no greater 
than in New York, Washington, 
Philadelphia or any other large 
American city.

Communists Serve a Purpose. 

If the French worker had to 
live at tourist prices, he’d starve. 
But he doesn’t. He usually goes 
home to lunch. His wife knows 
how to make the franc stretch at 
the food market. And invariably 
she’s a good cook. Even inferior 
meat or vegetables, lovingly 
spiced and prepared, win men’s 
hearts. 

The Frenchman finds that the 
returning graces of the table 
make up many lacks. If the 
Queuille government had fallen 
six months ago, it would have 
been a grave political crisis, a 
bonanza for the Communists. 
But now France possesses great- 
er stability—a tribute to a bet- 
ter harvest in 1949 than in 1948 
or 1947, True, workers are 
pressing for higher wages. But 
now that production is definitely 
higher an in prewar, the 
country itself is more stable. 
Moreover, the French have un- 

dergone a change in _ outlook. 
They’re looking outward at the 
world, especially to America. The 
Marshall Plan has had a great in- 
fluence on that. So, too, have the 
French Communists. Before the 
war, if you had asked a French- 
man what he -wanted most for his 
country, he probably would have 
answered: “Military security.” If 
you had asked an Englishman 
that same question, or an Ameri- 
can, the likely answer would have 
been: “Industrial stability, full em- 
ployment.” The French did not 
go through the disintegrating un- 
employment of the ’thirties. Theirs 
has been roughly a half-and-half 
economy — half industrial, half 
agricultural. 

The French still want military 
security. But-.since the war, the 
Communist press in France has 
harped on the coming American 
depression: Capitalism was 
doomed, depression would throw 
millions out of work, only rich 
owners of industry would be able 
to eat. The right-wing and cen- 
ter press has therefore printed 
sporadic reports of United States 
business conditions. As a conse- 
quence, the French public has be- 
come more conscious of United 
States Steel, automobile, textile, 


and other production—and its sig- 
nificance to France. 
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What the French business man 
or banker knows is that the de- 
cline in business which started 
late last year was arrested in July 
this year. 
that the Federal Reserve Board 
index of industrial production has 
risen from its low of 162 in July 


to about 171 in September, that | 
the volume of unemployment has, 


dropped. 
knows that the coal and 
strikes have put a crimp in the 
recovery. 


As in England, the strike in the 
steel industry is regarded as a 
potential boom. When I visited the 
Renault plant, the sales manager 
was making plans for strengthen- 
ing the company’s position in the 
American automobile market. 
Renault’s putting out a low-priced 
car and figures it can make good 
in America. Any shortage of Unit- 
ed States cars, due to a shortage 
of steel, will boost sales—if only 
temperarily. 


The farther you get. away from 
America, the less important be- 
comes the detail of what goes on. 
Frenchmen, Britishers, and other 
foreigners get big, bold, broad im- 
pressions. They’re imterested in 
trends. The upturn in American 
business since July is the thing! 
To Appreciate America, Leave It! 

The fact that stock prices man- 
aged to advance for a while in 
spite of strikes isn’t noticed. Nor 
that the cost of living has in- 
creased, largely because of food, 
nor that the farm price level has 
gone up, nor that manufacturers’ 
sales are at the highest level since 
March, nor that the work week 
rose from 38.8 hours in July to 39 
hours in August. As a matter of 
fact, statistics don’t count as much 
in France as in America. No coun- 
try in the world is as statisticked 
or as statistically minded as 
America, 

Aside from the tendency of 
living costs to rise and the prob- 
lems of government, the fear 
here is that the strikes in Amer- 
ica may last a long time and 
precipitate a downward business 
spiral. Already, as Secretary of 
Commerce Charles Sawyer has 
noted, a letdown has become ap- 
parent in men’s and women’s 
clothing and in shoes. As pay 
stopped for steel workers and 
coal miners, naturally their pur- 
chases dropped. And the effects’ 
of the shutdowns spread to other 
industries. Railroad layoffs have 
been most pronounced, 

Any long tie-up would affect 
conditions in France. First, Mar- 
shall Plan supplies probably would 
be cut off—especially machinery. 
Second, American purchases of 
French specialties like gloves, 
handbags, wines, dresses, lingerie, 
and textiles would decline..As one 
prominent French banker ex- 
pressed it: “We have become ex- 
tremely sensitive to American 
business.” 

You have to leave America to 
appreciate it—and its responsibili- 
ties.

What makes the Tito-Kremlin 
feud worth a special report at 
this time is the accumulating evi- 
dence that Tito’s rebellion is al- 
ready doing the Kremlin real 
harm where it hurts most—in 
the rigid control of the world 
Communist parties by Moscow. 


In part, the hideous mass purge 
in Czechoslovakia is evidence for 
this conclusion. To be sure, mass 
murders and arrests of doubtful’ 
elements are standard operating 
procedure in the satellite coun- 
tries, always occurring as soon 
as each new Communist regime 
feels strong enough to carry them 
out. To be sure, it is particularly 
urgent for the Prague government 
to repress any independent spirits, 
since the final attack on the Cath- 
olic Church will shortly be 
launched. 


But although these are suffi- 
cient reasons for the purge in 
Czechoslovakia, there are also re- 
ports that the purge victims in- 
clude an unusually high number 
of Communist party members. 
This is evidence. that Titoism is 
seriously feared at Prague. 

Kremlin’s Fear Shown. 

Indeed, there seems to be no 
doubt any longer that the remark- 
ably courageous Yugoslav leader 
possesses considerable numbers of 
agents and sympathizers through- 
out all the satellite area, The 
Kremlin has even tacitly admitted 
its own fear of Titoist manifesta- 
tions in Hungary, not to mention 
Ana Pauker’s Romania, by its 
sharp reversal of field on the 
Austrian treaty. 

Russian withdrawal from Aus- 
tria, on rather generous terms 
granted by us, seemed to be immi- 
nent until not long ago. But now 
the Soviet negotiators are again 
refusing to leave Austria on any 
terms that might be considered 
remotely reasonable. And this is 
believed to be because withdrawal 
from Austria will also obligate the 
Kremlin to pull its “line of com- 
munications” troops out of Hun- 
gary and Romania. The presence 
of Russian divisions is probably

Which Byrnes? ~~ 


James F. Byrnes is thinking of running for 
Governor of South Carolina on a states’ rights 
platform. If elected, Mr. Byrnés intends to en- 
list other Goyernors in a crusade to guard 
states against further encroachment by the Fed- 
eral Government. He is alarmed over the growth 
of the so-called welfare state. 

What is wrong with this picture? 

Well, the same Mr. Byrnes, as a member of 

the United States Senate, was one of the pillars 
of the Roosevelt regime, which ushered in the 
‘welfare state. Mr. Byrnes not only voted for 
many of the Roosevelt measures, but he used 
his great skill as a compromiser and negotiator 
to put. them across. For his good work, Mr. 
Byrnes became a New Deal fair-haired child. 

In 1941, Mr. Roosevelt, as a reward for his 
services. appointed him to the Supreme Court. 
The following year Byrnes became director of 
economic stabilization and later director of war 
mobilization. In these jobs he became known 
as the assistant President. Mr. Truman ap- 
pointed him Secretary of State. 

So closely was Mr. Byrnes identified with the 
party which originated the welfare state that, at 
the 1944 convention, it looked at one time as 
though he were going to be chosen as F.D.R.’s 
running mate—in which case he would have 
become President. The reasons Mr. Byrnes 
was not chosen as vice presidential candidate 
included a religious issue and labor's dislike. 

In all this time, the gentleman from South 
Carolina kept well-concealed his oppdsition to 
the fundamental philosophy of the Roosevelt- 
Truman Administrations. But at a speech in 
Lexington, Va., last June, Mr. Byrnes said that 
some of the: suggested new federal programs— 
all of which are merely continuations of the 
Roosevelt programs—“point inevitably to a wel- 
fare state.” He added: “We are going down 
the road to statism.” 

It may be there are dangers in current gov- 
ernmental trends. It may be that the progressive 
reforms that began in 1933 need to be checked 
up and revised. But we should think that one 
of the very last men to lead a crusade against 
them is James F. Byrnes. He not only acquiesced 
in the trends he now opposes but he actively 
favored them, and for this performance he was 
richly honored. 

Which Byrnes will South Carolina believe— 
the Senator, Supreme Court Justice, Assistant 
President or the new Byrnes of 1949? 
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A Deaf Ear to the DPs 


In shelving the Displaced Persons Bill, 36 
Senators may have been acting in accord with 
their own consciences, but they offended the 
consciences of millions all over the world. 

There can be no question as to the need. The 
existing bill discriminates against Catholics and 
Jews in favor of farmers from the Baltic coun- 
tries and is so tied up in red tape that its own 
administrators have denounced it. 

Nor is this issue partisan. Gov. Dewey as the 
Republican candidate for President spoke out 
for the DPs and brought pressure to bear on 
then Senator Revercomb in their behalf—but 19 
Republicans voted against the bill last week. 
The measure was sponsored by the Democratic 
Administration, but though the Administration 
has a working majority the bill fared no better 
than in the Eightieth Congress. Seventeen Dem- 
ocrat‘¢ Senators voted against it. 

In the face of the desperately urgent need of 
these homeless peoples of Europe, Senator Cain 
filibustered against it with Senators Eastland, 
Langer and Donnell ready to take up where he 
left off. It was an absentee victory for Senator 
McCarran, arch-foe of the DP bill. And when 
the talking was over, this humanitarian measure 
was shelved on no better excuse than that the 
Senators wanted to go home—a bitterly ironic 
touch in view of the fact that they thus left 
tens of thousands without any homes to go to! 
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On Canton’s Fall 


Now that Chinese Communist troops have 
taken Canton, the next question is what they 
will do with Hong Kong. They have sworn to 
take it from the British, on the grounds that it 
is Chinese territory. The British still hope 
they can work out a way of living with the Reds, 
but have reinforced their garrison. Now British 
and Communist troops face each other at the 
border of that part of the British area which 
lies on the Kowloon peninsula. 

Doris Fleeson, in Hong Kong itself, says the 
Communists, lacking planes and ships, would 
have a hard time taking the island. At jhe 


least, however, Communist occupancy of Can- — 


ton will be decidedly troublesome to the British, 
for that city is the key to the Hong Kong lock. 

As far as the United States is concerned the 
most important thing is for it to avoid involve- 
ment in conflict, military or otherwise, between 
the Chinese Communists and the British. Hong 
Kong is morally part of China, from which it 
was taken by the British 109 years ago. Extra- 
territorialism is part of the dead past, as both 
the United States and Britain recognized during 
World War II by giving up these rights in 
Shanghai, Peiping and Amoy. 

Secretary Acheson announced awhile back 
that the United States had refrained from com- 
mitting itself to assist the British in case Hong 
Kong were attacked. That is the course this 
Government should continue to pursue. 
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Year After Year After Year 

When Carter stepped over that Illinois goal 
line for the last time, Missouri's sun really came 
out. With the score 27-20 in favor of the Gold 
and the Black, it could not set. The drive back 
from Urbana was not made over the jam-packed 
road. It was one long float on clouds of glory. 

All credit to the Illini for the way they took 
over the game fh the second half, for the scor- 
ing of those two third-quarter touchdowns, and 
for the way they piled up statistics to the very 
end. But, after all, Glorioso did score from 
scrimmage the very first time Missouri got the 
ball.. Braznell and Klein did add two more 
touchdowns. And after Raklovits of Illinois ran 
back that punt for a touchdown to tie the score, 
the Tigers did put on one more drive that ended 
only with Carter in the end zone and the game 
safely in Missouri’s victory record. 

The game was a thriller. And it was what is 
known in the corner cigar store as a “natural.” 
These two neighbors, Illinois and Missouri, 
should have been playing it for years. It makes 
no difference that Illinois is in the Big Ten 
and Missouri in the Big Seven. The teams ought 
to be fairly evenly matched. Missouri commands 
more football resources than some of. the 
Ten; Indiana or Iowa for examples. | 

As for interest in the game, that was shown 
clearly enough by the thousands of Missourians 
‘who went to Urbana. Illinois’ Gov. Stevenson 
was on hand to personify the interest of his 
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state. Here, then, is a game which could be- 
come “traditional.” We are glad that the teams 
will meet again next year. We hope that they 
will meet year after year after year. And, of 
course, we hope that the winner each year will 
be Missouri. 


Ripe for Voting Machines 

Voters in St. Louis primaries must now ask for 
the party ballot of their choice, Many citizens 
fee] this is an unwarranted invasion of privacy. 
The AFL Teachers’ Federation hopes the new 
city charter will shift to a single ballot contain- 
ing all the party slates. This is worth considera- 
tion because it would end the politicians’ easy 
way of keeping tabs on the Democrats and Re- 
publicans in their district. But it suggests an 
even more fundamental election reform. —_ 

Paper ballots are obsolete at best. Voting 
machines made them so. St. Louis is ripe for 
voting machines, 

The voting machine gives the voter absolute 
secrecy. It lets him‘write in candidates where 
he chooses but it also allows him to correct mis- 
takes before leaving the booth and it automat- 
ically keeps him from casting a defective and in- 
valid ballot. 

Above all, it produces a fast, certain, fraud- 
proof count. After finding that most of the 1944 
frauds in St. Louis came in the count, the Eléc- 
tion Board came put in-1946 for voting machines 
to correct “frauds and errors that often occur 
when precinct officials count the votes.” 

Many of the 4000 communities using voting 
machines say they save money. They pay for 
themselves most easily, of course, in congested 
urban areas, but New York and Rhode Island 
use them state-wide. The machines registered 
about 30 per cent of the national vote last 
November and they seem to be popular every- 
where they are used. “To decry them,” as the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer has said, “is like decry- 


ing the adding machine or the typewriter. Their 


adoption should not be delayed.” 

This advice applies equally well to St. Louis. 
Missouri’s 1945 Constitution permits voting 
machines. Only an enabling act by the Legisla- 
ture is needed to make the choice a question of 
local home rule. Surely the Board of Freehold- 
ers will have the desirability of this modern 
method of voting in mind as it drafts a modern 
home rule charter. 


250 Out of 282 


For the first time since the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad strike began five weeks ago, there is 
now an undeniable hope that the strike will end 
and the road will resume operations. Negotia- 
tors have reached agreement on 250 of the 282 
disputed claims of the railroad brotherhoods. 
The other 32 should be settled quickly. 

Some of these differences, which led to the 
costly disruption of railroad service in 11 states, 
were 10 years gid. Yet not until the last week 
or so was there any sign of agreement, in spite 
of efforts by both parties and numerous outside 
mediators. How is it that after so long a time, 
there is almost suddenly a meeting of minds? 

Did the unions and the railroad simply become 
tired of battling over their disagreements? Did 
the strike itself so burden both sides that they 
suddenly felt impelled to agree? Or was it that 
public pressure for a settlement became irre- 
sistible? If anyone could really state why such 
long strikes finally are concluded, the country 
might avoid much of the vast expense of indus- 
trial warfare. 
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Succession of the “Strong Man” 


The French have a strange way of picking 
nicknames for their officials. Former Premier 
Queuille, called: “the compromiser,” had to re- 
sign because he would not compromise with in- 
flationary policies. The new Premier, Jules 
Moch, has a reputation as a “strong man,” but 
his government is making the shakiest start of 
any in postwar France, and that is very shaky. 

Moch gained his reputation for strength by 
using armed force to crush Communist strikes, 
when he was Interior Minister. But the prob- 
lem he now faces will not surrender to force. 
It is an issue of rising prices following devalua- 
tion of the frane and a harvest affected by 
drought. The unions want more pay. 

Queuille fell because he refused to send 
France into another inflationary spiral. Moch, 
a Socialist, proposes a bonus of about $9 a 
month to low-paid workers. It is questionable 
whether this would satisfy labor’s demand, and 
equally doubtful whether Moch can put his 
policy into effect. 

The “strong man” was confirmed by the mar- 
gin of only one vote in the French Assembly. 
This was the lowest total for investiture of any 
postwar premier, and most observers give his 
leadership only a slim chance to survive. Mean- 
while the DeGaulle party on the right and the 
Communists on the left wait their chance. 

This is another irony of French politics. Ina 
country needing stable government above any- 
thing else, stability is threatened because the 
democratic forces cannot agree in the face of 
danger, a so-called strong man is made premier 
almost by default, and his strength lies chiefly 
in the niceties of a nom de guerre. 
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Germany in Transition 
That Germany and the Germans still are an 
unknown factor in the formula for world peace 
is made clear in the series of reports which

Dispatch from beyond the Rhine. 

The western zones of the old Reich now 
have the machinery of a democratic govern- 
ment. They have held their first federal elec- 
tions. A legislature, dominated by a somewhat 
precarious conservative coalition, is in session 
in Bonn. But the extent to which it really rep- 
resents the will of the people is uncertain. 

Under existing conditions, this uncertainty 
probably is unavoidable. The presence of the 
Red army in eastern Germany—and its possible 
significance for the future of Europe and the 
future of the world—is a condition which makes 
it difficult for Germans to think about German 
problems in purely German terms. To a lesser 
extent, the Western occupation forces also com- 
plicate the matter. The war’s impoverishment 
still is very real. And the Germans do not seem 
to have recovered sufficiently from the shock to 
think as clearly as they should. Nor have they 
yet found political leaders of sufficient stature. 
It is too much to expect a nation to recover in 
a few years from losses as crushing as those 
brought on Germany by Hitler. One cheering 
thought is that a very large number of Germans 
are determined that there shall not be another 
war. But this in itself is not enough. A sound 
democracy needs to be shaped to the east of the 
Rhine. Inevitably, the United States has a part 
in this development. The important thing ‘is 
that this part be played wisely and well. |

A Great Editor Rebukes His Fellows 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Worst sins of the press are withholding unwelcome facts, lack of 
courage and conspiracy of silence about misdeeds of other news- 
papers, late elder statesmen of journalism said “perhaps the great- 
est single need” is for editors in the nineteenth century tradition. 


Oswald Garrison Villard in the Masthead, Publication of the

Like Godkin, this grandson of Witl- 
liam Lloyd Garrison edited the New York 
Evening Post and The Nation, in which his 
championship of minority rights and social 
progress made him a hero of many younger 
writers. He died Oct. 1, making the follow- 
ing article his last contribution to Ameri- 
can thought. 


It would be easy, of course, to note some 
of the achievements of the American press 
and, thus, to seem to suggest that things 
are better with the 
newspapers of the 
United States than 
The space 
at my disposal will 
be much better used 
if I write about some 
of the things that are 
wrong. Honest news- 
paper men gain more 
from constructive 
criticism than from 
praise. 

The prevailing in- 
dictment of. the 
American press is of 
its ignorance, I mean O. G. Villard 
its ignorance in 
terms of what it so often does not print. 
Newspaper readers must often think that 
the paper they read is bought off. 
For readers themselves frequently know 
that the facts are not as they are reported 
to be or editorially represented to be. 
Readers know that more lies behind what 
they are being told. 


Some Who Shunned Their Duty . 


The defeat of Dwight Green for a third 
term as Governor of Illinois in 1948 is a 
case in point. Many Illinois newspapers 
failed to tell their readers about the cor- 
ruption in the state administration. Some 
even tried to make the administration ap- 
pear to deserve return to office. 


The readers knew better. Many learned 
from the courageous exposes in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. Other citizens knew 
from their own experience. So they went 
to the polls and voted not only against the 
Green regime but also against many of 
their editors and publishers. 


Another indictment is the lack of cour- 
age among editors of editorial pages. They 
are afraid to provide leadership. They 
appear unwilling to step out unless they 
know the crowd is with them, and that is 
not stepping out. To readers who know, 
that is a betrayal of the fear that keeps 
them from doing their job. 

The American press lacks the will to 
punish itself. Obviously, if it is to be 
free, the press cannot be subject to pun- 
ishment by Government. But it should 
discipline itself. It should show up its own 
failings. It should criticize publicly those 
of its members who are faithless to their 
trust. The history of the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors records the fail- 
ure of the press to censure itself. 


The Giants That Were 


It is true that just this year, it rebuked 
the Illinois editor@ who took places on the 
Green machine’s payroll. But through the 
years one faithless act after another has 
been allowed to pass without notice, to say 
nothing of censure. 


Perhaps the greatest single need of the 
press today is a great editor. I mean an 
editor such as Edwin Lawrence Godkin, 
founder of The Nation and for years editor 
of the New York Evening Post. As a pro- 
tection of the public, Godkin continually 
criticized the press and showed up its sins. 
He held the yellow journalists to account 
as no one else did. 

For treating faithless editors just as he 
treated faithless officials, Godkin was bit- 
terly attacked by many other editors. He 
did not permit their outcries to make the 
least bit of difference,

This ability of the honest editor to reach 
out and influence fellow editors is one of 
the most wonderful assets an American 
editor possesses. Careful use of that op- 
portunity comes close to being a sacred ob- 
ligation. 


Present-day editors need to know more 
about other brave editors of the past. They 
need to know about Henry J. Raymond of 
the New York Times, Joseph Pulitzer of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the New 
York World and John Bigelow of the New 
York Evening Post. They need also to 
know about George William Curtis, who 
as editor of Harper’s Weekly wrote some 
of the best-reasoned, most persuasive edi- 
torials in the history of journalism. 


Integrity, Intelligence, Conscience 


In England, C. P. Scott of the MancHester 
Guardian was a man above all others. He 
was the personification of integrity, intel- 
ligence and conscience. I would call atten- 
tion also to Henry W. Massingham of the 
London Nation. More recently there is 
Kingsley Martin of the New Statesman and 
Nation. Martin has built up the greatest 
circulation ever achieved by a weekly po- 
litical editor. American editors could also 
learn from British specialist contributors 
such as H. N. Brailsford and S. K. Rat- 
cliffe, who possess background and knowl- 
edge to an extent not possessed by their 
American imitators. The continent of Eu- 
rope does not offer much. One of its best 
was Theodore Wolff who flourished in the 
finest years of the Frankfurter Zeitung. 


Let me close with just one instance of 
the American press’s uncritical acceptanc 
of a public policy which it should have 
gone over with a fine-tooth comb. It is the 
case of peacetime military training. When 
Truman asked for it the great bulk of the 
press fell in behind. The editors generally 
backed up his position without so much 
as checking it over. 

Whether an editor agrees with the peace- 
time military draft is not the issue... He 
should be able and ready to analyze it, 
point out its probabilities and show 
wherein the proposal measures up or 
falls short of what is promised with 
it. This was not done by the press. In- 
stead it accepted without review Truman's 
fundamental thesis that America would not 
be safe without compulsory training. 


A Herd of Yes-Men 


Mark this further. No careful estimate 
of the expense was made public. The cost 
always was going to be disclosed. Yet the 
press as a whole was content to accept 
it without knowing what it would entail 
in expense. A worse criticism is that mil- 
itary service was not organized into a 
workable plan. The conscripts were to 
come after the Army regulars, the reserve, 
the national guard and the national guard 
reserve: Yet presumably should war break 
out, a raw manpower pool of 5,000,000 men 
would pop up suddenly out of woods and 
fields. With no more training than they 
could obtain in the initial six months each 
would know and take his place. 

If any newspaper called attention to the 
impractical character of such a military 
organization, I missed seeing what it said. 
The editors accepted the President’s state- 
ment because they were either (1) incom- 
petent to analyze it, or (2) afraid to put 
themselves in a position of criticizing the 
military program. 

This is only one instance. I could cite 
many more, The worst sins of American 
editots are their ignorance, their lack of 
courage and theft failure to expose and 
censure their own misdeeds.

Between Book Ends 


The Dark Hand of the Past 


SICILIAN STREET, by John Kafka. (Coward-McCann, 

New York, 212 pgs., $3.) 

Of this book John Kafka says, “I wanted 
to write the story of modern man, some- 
how transported to the sunken world of 
the past and debating with his long-bygone 
ancestors the question of whether human- 
ity is getting anywhere on its long journey 
through the ages.” 


To an extent Mr. Kafka has succeeded in 
doing this, but it is to an unsatisfactory 
degree. 

The story revolves around one very mod- 
ern banker, George Northill, and his love 
affair with an almost-modern Sicilian girl, 
Peri di Enna, whose dramatic lapse into a 
subconscious medieval past is the novel’s 
high point. This is some justification of 
Mr. Kafka’s motives, for there is a conflict 
between the forces of modernism and 
medievalism. And the psychelogical dis- 
cussions which mark George’s attempts to 
rescue Peri from the past are interesting 
enough. 

But to the reviewer, one vitally neces- 
sary factor has been casually omitted from 

the novel. One could 

find no force which 

brings the struggle 

between George and 

the Devil, if you will, 

into being. Peri goes 

into her trance and 

George’s efforts to 

bring her out of it 

are strenuous and 

ably handled. But 

why did Peri go into 

a trance at all? 

Where is the repre- 

sentative of medieval 

dogmatism against 

John Kafka whom George fights? 

He seems only to be 

shadow-boxing. Perhaps for this reason, 

Peri’s dramatic lapse into the trance ends 

with a routine and anticlimactic recovery, 

as the author seems to realize that there 
is no enemy for George to fight after all. 


* Mr, Kafka does try to present a medieval 
villain in the character of the painter, Car- 
mine Laurana, recently released from Sing 
Sing for ostensibly murdering his rival for 
Peri’s love. 

It was impossible to determine whether 
Carmine was in love with Peri or just felt 
like killing someone that day. 


To make matters more confusing, the 
rather dull love affair between George and 
Peri is given too much space. And to top 
it all, an entirely superfluous numbers 
racket is broken up at the end of the book, 
more or less by accident. , 

The love affair is just uninteresting. To- 
gether, it and the policy ring are a little 
too much for a good theme and the novel 
falls short of being satisfactory by a nar 


row margin.

Should Lawyer-Congresenien Practice 
In Federal Courts? 


0 


NE of the most remarkable cases to be heard in any court in a 
long time has just been argued before the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Philadelphia. The question to be decided is whether 


members of Congress shall have the right to go into the federal 
courts and:act for clients in return for fees paid. 


If the answer is yes, 
influence industry in Washington 
take a new and bolder turn. 
If that practice is declared legal, 
there undoubtedly will be a rush 
to hire influential lawyer-members 
of Congress. 
Election to Con- 
gress could be- 
come a license 
to engage in the 
lucrative prac- 
tice of law on 
the influence 
level. 

Those who ar- 
gue for the 
right of Con- 
gZressmen to go 
into the federal 
courts for fees 
insist that since 
the practice was 
not specifically 
forbidden by the Founding Fath- 
ers it must, therefore, be legal. 
Bat I doubt that the Founding 
Fathers ever dreamed of a time 
when the elected representatives 
of the people would offer them- 
selves for hire to individuals or 
corporations. 


Quaint Example. 


One thing that makes this case 
so extraordinary is that you have 
two branches of the Government 
—legislative and judicial—carry- 
ing their dispute to an appeals 
court. It is a quaint example of 
what can happen under our sys- 
tem of divided powers. 

The dispute began when Rep- 
resentative Earl Chudoff of Penn- 
sylvania appeared in federal dis- 
trict court here last May repre- 
senting a client charged with 
sending obscene matter through 
the mails. The judge was James 
P. McGranery, former Congress- 
man and former assistant to the 
Attorney General. 

Judge McGranery told Chudoff 
he would be violating the law if 
he appeared in court. Chudoff’s 
reply was that other members of 
Congress had done the same 
thing and, therefore, he saw no 
— why he should be forbid- 

en. 


Walter’s $170,000 Fee. 


McGranery was perfectly well 
aware of what Chudoff meant. A 
recent conspicuous instance was 
that of another Pennsylvanian, 
Representative Francis E. Walter, 
now serving his ninth term in 
the House. Walter took a fee of 
$170,000 for representing stock- 
holders in a suit against the Penn- 
road Corporation and the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 

But the judge stood his ground. 
Chudoff’s suit is to compel Mc- 
Granery and other federal judges 
in Eastern Pennsylvania to per- 
mit him to appear in their courts.

He must himself pay any costs in 
connection with the suit since the 
judiciary is not provided with a 
fund to defend itself from the 
legislature. His attorney is Jo- 
seph W. Henderson, a former 
president of the American Bar 
Association. 


A Close Relationship. 


A curious aspect of this curious

Chudoff originally wanted to ap- 
pear for a client was a relatively 
minor one. There must be those 
back of Chudoff who have far 
more at stake and who, there- 
fore, are determined to get a rul- 
ing that will make it al] legal. 

Only a few members of Con- 
gress have thus far gone into the 
courts for pay. But the: members 
of Senate and House, most of 
whom are lawyers, would not be 
likely in the absence of a specific 
ruling to take such a step. 

The relation between Congress 
and the judiciary is very close. 
Members of Senate and House 
judiciary committees pass on the 
qualification of judges newly nom- 
inated and those raised from 
lower to higher courts. : 

Representative Walter is rank- 
igg majority member of the 
House Judiciary Committee. Ob- 
viously, if he appears in a federal 
court, he is not just another 
lawyer. Even the most upright of 
judges cannot help but think of 
his own advancement. 


Danger to Judiciary. - 


It is here that McGranery’s 
courage in standing his ground is 
conspicuous. He will certainly not 
endear himself to those members 
of Congress who want to legalize 
their private law practice. 


Congressmen are, of course, spe- 
cifically forbidden to appear for 
fees before departments and agen- 
cies of the Federal Government. 
McGranery’s contention is that 
the Federal courts were not in- 
cluded in this ban Merely because 
the Founding Fathers could not 
conceive of a time when there 
would be a vast body of Federal 
criminal law such as exists to- 
day. 

Senior judge of the appeals court 
hearing this strange case is John 
Biggs of Wilmington, Del. Judge 
Biggs not long ago drew down the 
wrath of Southern Congressmen 
who denounced him for refusing to 
honor a writ of extradition from 
the State of Georgia returning a 
prisoner to a Georgia chain gang. 

To blur the lines that separate 
the divided powers of our Govern- 
ment is to risk the very existence 
of an independent judiciary. That 
is the reason this case is so im- 
portant and why it should finally 
be passed upon by the Supreme

A total of 3179 persons visited 
the City Art Museum yesterday, 
the opening day of “The Exact In- 
stant,” a collection of 200 noted 
news photographs chosen from the 
last 100 years of American jour- 
nalism by Edward Steichen, di- 
rector of the photography depart- 
ment of the Museum of Modern 
Art, New York. The St. Louis 
visit of the exhibition is sponsored 
by the Post-Dispatch. 


Yesterday’s attendance was the 
highest since the Berlin master- 
pieces left. the museum last Feb- 
ruary, it was reported by Shelton 
Remington, guard in charge of 
the museum information desk. 

Visiting throngs were obliged to 
form lines, as at the Berlin show, 
in order to see the photographs 
after congestion increased toward 
the end of the afternoon. Family 
groups predominated, with par- 
ents showing children large photo- 
murals which obviously brought 
back vivid memories of the news 
stories which had accompanied 
them. 

Among subjects which drew 
most frequent comment were the 
tense suspense in the Boston 
Traveler picture of a juvenile de- 
linquent holding police at bay by 
using another youth as a shield in 
1947, the terror of the sinking of 
the Vestris in 1937, the spectacu- 
lar disaster of the Hindenburg 
Zeppelin in flames thé same year, 
the pathos of “Centralia Mine Dis- 
aster,” made by Sam Caldwell of 
the Post-Dispatch staff in 1947 
and the exaggerated air of jubi- 
lation which marked the late 
Wendell Willkie’s Presidential

Most Are Recent Photos. 

Most of the photographs are 
from the last 30 years, with some 
emphasis on World War II sub- 
jects, although a historical section 
extends to pre-Civil War days.

2 SURGEONS HERE 
TELL OF BONE-BANK 
TESTS WITH DOGS 


Dr. Fred C. Reynolds, assistant 
in surgery in the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, and 
Dr. David R. Oliver, instructor in 
clinical orthopedic surgery in the 
same school, told the Clinical Con- 
gress of the American College of 
Surgeons in Chicago today that 
dog-leg experiments shed new 
light on the value of human “bone 
banks” maintained in American 
hospitals. 

The two specialists, who car- 
ried on their research at Barnes 
Hospital, said tests showed bones 
from a dog bone bank worked as 
well in repairing bone defects as 
did grafts taken from other parts 
of the dogs’ own skeletons. 


The doctors said that until 
now it has been believed generally 
that bone grafts taken from the 
same skeleton were best for such 
operations. In their experiments, 
they reported, they found a graft 
taken from a dog’s own body was 
superior to a donor bone only in 
the fact that the former healed a 
little more rapidly in early stages 
of the transpiant. 

After 10 weeks they were unable 
to distinguish any difference in 
new bone growth under the micro- 
scope, they said, They stressed 
that in either case the graft it- 
self does not live and grow but 
merely fills the gap until nature 
takes over and grows new bone 
over the defect.

Natre Dame has the tougher 
schedule but it should cause little | 
trouble to thie team that manhan- | 
died highly rated Tulane Satur- | 
day at South Bend, 46-7. 

In breaking the backs and 
hearts of the Dixie powerhouse, 
the fourth-ranked eleven in the 
country, Frank Leahy’s athletes 
ran to 32 their string of defeat- 
less games, They looked as if 
they could go as many more with- 
out taking a deep breath. 

Irish Play Navy Next. 

The Irish rest this week before 
tackling Navy Oct. 29 in Balti- 
more. Then come Michigan State, 
North Carolina, Iowa, Southern 
Cal and Southern Methodist in an 
awesome row. 

Army, meanwhile, hurdled the 
“hump” of its schedule a week 
ago when it smashed Michigan, 
the defending national champion, 
21-7.

The story of how the Commu- 
nity Chest made the difference be- 
tween delinquency and a normal 
place in society for a 15-year-old 
St. Louis youth is among the 101 
true steries Chest authorifies use 
to show how contributions are 
spent. The annual drive for 
funds starts Thursday. This story 
is from the files of the medical 
social service department at Alex- 
jan Brothers Hospital, Red 
Feather agency at 3933 South 
Broadway. 

It was the youth’s second of- 
fense when he was apprehended 
.as lookout for a group of boys 
breaking into a Meramec river 
‘clubhouse. Earlier, he had been 
Caught shooting out windows in 
another clubhouse. Juvenile au- 
thorities felt a reformatory term 
might be a mistake in the case so 
they referred it to a social work-' 
er who, in turn, sent the boy to 
Alexian Brothers Clinic for a 
physical and psychiatric examina- 
tion. 

The youth had left school the 

ear before; a tic of his right eye 
éd psychiatrists to suspect he 
Might suffer from epilepsy. He- 
was placed under treatment and 
-he improved, gradually losing 
‘gome of his nervousness. Then he 


Was encouraged to look for suit- 


In a short while he had a fac- 
tory job under an understanding 
supervisor. He has held the job 
for a year; but he still returns to 
the clinic, although the time be- 
tween treatments has lengthened. 
He is content in his job, which 
has absorbed him so completely 
he has had no further trouble 
with police. Moreover, he is mak- 
ing a modest contribution to the 
family budget. 


WORLD BANK LENDS TITO 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP)— 
The World Bank announced today 
it is lending a total of $5,000,000 
to Yugoslavia and to Finland. 
Yugoslavia will get $2,700,000 and 
Finland $2,300,000. The loans are 
to increase output of timber for 
western European countries. 

These loans by the World Bank, 
in which the United States is a 
heavy investor, follow steps by 
this Government to bolster Yugo- 
slavia’s Premier Josip (Tito) Broz 
in his defiance of Russia. 

The United States Government 
recently lent some $20,000,000 to 
Yugoslavia and authorized the. ex- 
port of equipment for a $3,000,000 
steel mill to be constructed by 
Tito.

A key problem in modern Ger- 
many was described recently by 
Rudolf Mueller, a leading German 
liberal and former minister of 
economics. “Few of the persons 
who have lived in Germany for 
the 30 years have kept their 
health and strength and independ- 
ence of thought,” he said. “There 
are very few people who really 
know what they stand for. This 
does not apply to the mass of the 
people alone. It applies equally 
to the more ambitious classes.” 

The problem of finding lead- 

ers, young and active Germans 
who understand democracy and 
the mechanics of democratic 
life, has been the most difficult 
task with which the Allies and 
Germans who are trying to re- 
educate Germany have been 
faced. Labor unions, churches 
and youth groups have tackled 
the job in their own particular 
fields, but it is a long task and 
one whose results cannot be as- 
sessed for many years. 


The schools and universities are 
only beginning to make a contri- 
bution to the process. Many teach- 
ers have no understanding of the 
conception of democracy or of 
democratic education, but they 
must continue, to teach because 
of a seyere shortage of teachers. 

All of Germany’s educational in- 


stitutions are confronted we 


critical lack of space and funds.

ample, most teachers have about 
60 pupils each in their classes, 
and some schools are so crowded 
that the children must attend in 
one shift in the morning 
and one in the afternoon.

Mass visits to Belgrade by | 
formerly reliable French Commu- 
nists have recently been reported. 
And in the Ttalian party, the im- 
portant leader, Reale, is accused 
of Titoist leaders. 


Question of Reaction. 


In the eyes of the Kremlin, 
these are appalling developments. 
Within the American government, 
opinion remains sharply divided, 
however, as to the Kremlin’s prob- 
able reaction. In certain authori- 
tative quarters, a Soviet armed 
attack on Yugoslavia is now seri- 
ously feared. Six to seven mechan- 
ized divisions are said to have 
been massed in Hyngary already. 
In these quarters, the Buildup of 
Soviet offensive strength is be- 
lieved continuing along Tito’s bor- 
ders. 

In other quarters, equally au- 
thoritative, both. the theory of 
impending Soviet aggression and 
the information on which it is 
founded are accepted with. ex- 
treme reserve. The Soviet armored

boil dewn, ‘in reality, to a single 
mechanized division, the Fifty- 
seventh Guards, which the Rus- 
sians have been marching about in 
order to give rise to reports of 
troops in many different places.

As to the Kremlin’s intentions, 
therefore, “You pays your money 
and you takes your choice.” [If 
you think it more logical for the 
Kremlin to try to extirpate Tito 
while the West is weak, gou bet 
on Soviet aggression. And if you 
think the Kremlin prefers the risk 
of Tito to the slightest risk of 
more general war, you bet the 
other way. 


Meanwhile, however, there is 
one point on which no specula- 
tion is necessary. The internal 
economic situation in Yugoslavia 
is grave. Above all, Tito has no 
dollars to purchase needed raw 
materials and commodities abroad. 
He can obtain dollars only from 
us; and by current standards, he 
needs very little—about $50,000,- 
000. The World Bank has grant- 
ed him a loan of $20,000,000, which 
is described as enough to “keep 
him going.” But there is no at- 
tempt on foot to make Titoism 
even more attractive to the Krem- 
lin’s followers, by gilding Tito 
with the splendor of economic suc- 
cess. In short, in this field as in 
others, American policy consists 
of the usual quarter-measures and 
half-measures.

CHAPTER 20 

INCE the Christian is trying 
§ to do something very difficult 

in: aspiring to follow Our Lord’s 
precepts, he sometime fails. 
His sorrow is greater than the 
pagan’s remorse, for it is the re- 
sult of his having offered an af- 
front to One he loves. 

Deep sorrow does not come he- 
cause one has violated a law, but 
only if one knows he has broken 
off the relationship with Divine 
Love. But there is yet another ele- 
ment required for regeneration, 
the element of repentance and Tfre- 
paration. Repentance is rather a 
dry-eyed affair; tears flow in sor- 
row, but sweat pours out in re- 
pentance, It is not enough to tell 
God we are sorry and then forget 
all about it. If we broke a neigh- 
bor’s window, we would not cnly 
apologize but also would go to the 
trouble of putting in a new pane. 
Since all sin disturbs the equilib- 


rium and balance of justice and, 


love, there must be a restoration 
involving toil and effort. 

To see why this must be, sup- 
pose that every time a person did 
wrong he was told to drive a nail 
into the wall of his living roum 
and that every time he was for- 
given he was told to pull it out. 
The holes would still remain after 
the forgiveness. Thus every sin 
(whether actual or original) after 

eing forgiven leaves “holes,” or 
“wounds,” in our human nature, 
and the filling up of these holes 
is done by penance; a thief who 
steals a watch can be forgiven for 
the theft, but only if he returns 
the watch. 


The difference between forgive- 
ness and reparation is indicated in 
Sacred Scripture. When Moses 
sinned ty. doubting, God forgave 
him—but God still imposed a pen- 
ance on Moses. “Thou shalt not 

this Jordan” (Deut. 3:17). 
David repented for his adultery, 
and Nathan the prophet absolved 
him: “The Lord hath taken away 
thy sin: thou shalt not die” ((II 
Kings 12:13). But God demanded 
satisfaction. “The child that is 
born to thee, shall surely die” (II 
Kings 12:14). It is the same today: 
God’s pardon in the Sacrament re- 
stores us to His Friendship but 
the debt to Divine Justice remains 
either in time or in eternity. 

The temporal expiation for 
many sins is necessarily consider- 
able, and it requires considerable 
self-discipline on the part of the 
penitent. Faifh in Christ’s merits 
alone is not adequate for the re- 
mission of sins; as a matter of 
fact, faith without penance is 
always insufficient. 

The Church gives her penitents 
a fresh start. And the Church 
has a tremendous spiritual capital, 
gained through centuries of 
penance, persecution, and martyr- 


dom; many of her children prayed, 
suffered, and merited more than 
they needed for their own indi- 
vidual salvation. The Church took 
these superabundant merits and 
put them into the spiritual treas- 
ury, out of which repentant sin- 
ners can draw in times of 
spiritual depression. Or this spir- 
itua] capital may be likened to a 
blood bank; whenever any of her 
members are suffering from 
spiritual anemia or the deep 
wounds of sin, the Church gives 
them a blood transfusion. 

The sinner will willingly do 
penance; he knows that all sins 


cost the God-man something— — 


His Cross—and so must cost us 
something; moreover, he does not 
want to be “left off,’ but rather 
to “make up” for his sins. In 
the Christian ages, men who died 
continued their repentance, even 
after death, by leaving money 
to or endowing hospitals, churches, 
and ‘schools in Christ’s name. 
(The modern man more often en- 
dows a scientific laboratory in 
his own name.) 

Penance is a recognition that 
we have a “past.” It is not morbid 
to recognize this fact; rather, to 
pretend that it does not exist is 
morbid. The past will affect our 
future. We are not only what we 
eat; we are also what our sins 
have made us. If we do not 
make amends for our past, we 
are postponing and increasing our 
eternal punishment; the only rea- 
son that time is given to us is 
in order that we may do penance. 
The true lover of God, conscious 
of having wounded Love, will vol- 
untarily renounce his privileges 
and conduct himself in such a 
way as to be identified with the 
Christ who bears five hideous 
scars on hands and feet and side.

N this world most of us mind 

pain more than we do sin; in 

fact, we often believe pain to be 
the greater evil. Penance helps 
us to set these disorders in their 
right perspectives; when a man 
finds joy in penance, he realizes 
that no other evil can affect him 
more than sin. Unless there is 
love, sacrifice and penance will 
be felt as an evil, but not when 
love is there. We understand, 
when we accept penance, that the 
very selfishness which caused our 
sin makes some such sacrifice 
necessary as a condition of taming 
the errant impulses that caused 
the trouble. And when the full 
light of Christ’s Love shines in a 
soul, it begins to incorporate, not 
only~ penances imposed by the 
Church, but all the trials of life 
into the great work of Redemp- 
tion. Instead of breaking into bit- 
ter complaint about the reverses 
of fortune and the trials of life, 
it receives | them in a spirit of 
resignation as the just wages of 


tional, 


sin; through this patient accept- 
ance, atonement is made for many 
sins. 

There are three general ways 
of doing penances: prayers, alms, 
and fasting. In prayer, we beg 
God’s mercy on our souls, By 
alms, we give back to God some 
of the gifts He gave to us, that 
we may justify our possessions. 
“Redeem thou thy sins with alms” 
(Dan. 4:24). By fasting, we mor- 
tify the root of all cravings of 
a sensual character. The increas- 
ing comforts of modern life afford 
many occasions for mortification. 
If a person cannot punish himself 
in respect to food, other pleasures 
within his reach—artistic, conven- 
mechanical, and social— 
will supply many an occasion for 
actual fasting. 


But penances are not done by 
oursleves alone, the penitent is 
helped by others who are in the 
Body of Christ. This could not be 
if we were isolated individuals, 
but it can come about if we be- 
long to one Mystical Body where 
all are one because governed by 
one Head, vivified by one Soul, 
and professing the same Faith. 


Few consolations are greater 
than the knowledge that we are

Committee arguments had begun 
on the Polish resolution concern- 
ing the treatment of migrant and 
immigrant labor, particularly la- 
bor recruited among refugees or 
displaced persons, I heard the 


Polish speech, filled with the usual 
accusations against such countries 
as have taken in any refugees, 
and then the answer made by the 
United Kingdom delegate, Mrs. 
Castle. She is a member of Par- 
liament in a district where there 
are many textile mills, and I 
thought she made a most con- 
vincing speech in favor of a sub- 
stitute resolution which would 
simply refer the discussions on 
this subject to the International 
Labor Organization. 

At their recent meeting this or- 
ganization has, with great care, 
developed a convention spelling 
out in detail everything that has 
to do with this type of work. In 
addition, it has presented a rec- 
ommendation which has exactly 
the same weight and covers much 
the same ground as‘does the Pol- 
ish resolution.

THERE SEEMS TO BE little 
point in duplicating the work done 
by the ILO, ‘on which expert rep- 
resentatives from labor, employer 
and Government groups have 
worked. Committee Three is not 
composed of specialists in this 
subject, nor has it the time to go 
into the details which the ILO has 
done.

OW that autumn is here again, 
N long-time Missourians or new- 
“*™“ comers to the state may well 
consider the possibility of taking a 
short trip or two to become better 
acquainted with the state. Many 
a reader will agree that Missouri 
in the fall is at its finest peak of 
perfection. Moreover, the summer 
tourist peak is over, making leis- 
urely exploration by the home 
folks more of a pleasure. Over- 
night accommodations are more 
plentiful and considerably im- 
proved over a few years ago. At 
this season of the year, the better 
lodging places are not all filled by 
four o'clock in the afternoon. 

An ancient Greek compiled a list 
of the seven wonders of the an- 
cient world from the guide-books 
of that period. Perhaps the. same 
can be done for Missouri. 

Such sights as Eads Bridge, 
Shaw’s Garden, and Forest Park,. 
have been omitted for considera- 


. tion. here partially because the 


reader is more likely to be familiar 
with them already and partially 
because the man-made attractions 
of Missouri are of less scenic beau- 
ty generally than the state’s natural 
phenomena. This is something of a 
departure from the Greek’s idea 
of the seven wonders of the an- 
cient world, Their “wonders” were 
the Pyramids of Egypt, Hanging 
Gardens of Babylon, Statue of 
Jupiter, Temple of Diana, Mauso- 
leum, Colossus of Rhodes and 
Pharos. The Greeks, for example, 
if doing the same thing for Mis- 
souri, might include the state 
capitol building at Jefferson City, 
the ruins of Hahatonka Castle in 
Camden county, the Old Tavern 
at Arrow Rock, the Lyric Theater 


in Boonville, the picturesque old 
city of Ste. Genevieve, the all- 
English style business district of 
Hollister, or that architectural 
monstrosity at Columbia, the state 
cancer hospital. 

Even omitting interesting places 
such as the above, the problem of 
selecting the seven scenic wonders 
of Missouri is no easy task. There 
is no shortage of scenic ridges, 
valleys, caves, sinkholes, natural 
bridges, lakes, springs er lovers 
leaps in the state of Missouri. The 
Missouri Division of Resources 
and Development is doing its best 
to publicize this fact in order to 
help make Missouri better known 
to the vacationist. All indications 
are that this publicity is helping 
influence more and more people to 
visit Missouri. In addition, more 
and more Missourians are “Seeing 
Missouri First.” 

After much consideration the 
following are suggested as the 
seven scenic wonders of Missouri: 
Elephant Rocks, Big Spring, Greer 
Spring, Double Spring, Meramec 
Caverns, Onondaga Cave, and the 
Lake of the Ozarks. 

Elephant Rocks constitute one 
of the most unusual rock forma- 
tions to be found anywhere in the 
Middle-West. Located just west of 
State Highway 21 at Graniteville 
in Iron County, Elephant Rocks 
are huge rounded boulders of red 
granite which have eroded into 
many weird shapes. Attempts to 
incorporate this area into Mis- 
souri’s state park system have ap- 
parently met with no success. In 
the immediate vicinity of Elephant 
Rocks are Iron Mountain, Pilot 
Knob, Taum Sauk Mountain and 
many beautiful “shut-ins.” In fact, 
readers familiar with the state

may want to substitute their 
favorite “shut-in” for one of the 
seven wonders suggested here. 

Eleven of 69 springs of first 
magnitude (average flow of 100 
second-feet or More) are located 
in Missouri. The three largest of 
these, Big, Greer, and Double, are 
included among the seven scenic 
wonders of Missouri. 

Big Spring, located in one of 
Missouri’s 23 state parks, near 
Van Buren, is the largest spring 
in the Middle-West. Greer Spring, 
seven miles north of Alton, in Ore- 
gon county, just off State High- 
way 19, is the second largest 
spring in the state and one of the 
most beautiful. Greer Spring has 
not been visited by many people, 
but is well worth the walk from 
the highway. This spring has two 
outlets in a steep and beautiful 
gorge. Although on private prop- 
erty, visitors are permitted. 
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Double or Rainbow spring, six 
miles south of Dora in Ozark 
county, is even less well-known 
than Greer spring. Water from 
this spring divides into two chan- 
nels which both flow into the 
north fork of the White river, 
hence the name, Double spring. It 
is on private property and written 
permission must be obtained from 
the owners. H. C. Beckman of the 
United States Geological Survey 
and N. S. Hinchey, associate pro- 
fessor of geology at Washington 
University, who have visited and 
studied all the large springs of 
the state, consider Double spring 
one of the most beautiful as well 
as the third largest. 


Other large and beautiful springs 
in the state are Welch (Shannon 
county), Bennett (state park in 
Dallas county), Meramec (Phelps 
county), Blue (Oregon county), 
Blue (Shannon county), and Alley 
(state park in Shannon county). 

Missouri is as well-known for its 
caves as for its large springs. Two 
of the best known, Meramec Ca- 
verns in Franklin county, and 
Onondaga Cave in Crawford 
county, both reached from U.S. 
Highway 66, are included in this 
list. No attempt is made here to 
suggest which is the more out- 
standing since both have many 
enthusiasts in the St. Louis area. 

While the two above-mentioned 
caves are well-known, there are 
many other large and beautiful 
caves in the state. Several in 
southwestern Missouri are open to 
the public and the recently opened 
Bridal Cave north of Camdenton 
is also receiving many visitors. 
Mark Twain Cave near Hannibal 
has long attracted many visitors 
who are interested in places asso- 
ciated with the adventures of Tom 
Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn. 

The Lake of the Ozarks is a 
129-mile long lake constructed in

1930. This is the only one of the 
seven scenic wonders of Missouri 
for which man is responsible. The 
ancient Greeks would undoubtedly 
be amazed by Bagnell Dam and 
the Lake of the Ozarks and ap- 
prove thoroughly of its inclusion 
in the seven wonders of Missouri. 
It has become the major vacation 
area of the state. 

Other possibilities for inclusion 
in this list might be Grand Gulf, 
a mammoth ‘sink-hole in south- 
eastern Howell county; Rock 
Bridge and Devil’s Icebox located 
six miles south of Columbia, Big

DEAR FRIENDS AND 
GENTLE HEARTS 

T is never easy for any of us 
| t0 hold on to principles and 

convictions and ideals. Some- 
thing sinister in the nature of 
things is always seeking to 
take them away from us and 
make us cynics. 

But when we are strong 
enough to hold fast, even in 
the :nidst of tragedy and dis- 
aster, we will find invariably, 
new strength for ourselves, and 
often a blessing for others, too. 
About this great prirfciple in 
human behavior, my friend, 
Professor Ernest M, Ligon, 
head of the Psychology Depart- 
ment of Union College, in 
Schenectady, N. Y., once told 
me the story of a boy named 
Frank. 

Until he was 13, Frank was 
an unmanageable lad, good- 
hearted, but wild. Perhaps he 
was too gifted with charm, 
which made people forgive him 
a little too readily. But Dr. 
Ligon was able to straighten 
Frank out. The good-humored 
psychologist convinced the boy 
that life was worth taking seri- 
ously, and that the most im- 
portant problem for every 
young man was to find the one 
place for himself where he 
could do work, not only for 
which he was fitted, but of a 
kind that would help the world 
and justify his presence in it. 
The need of any one of us is to 
live a useful life. 

But just when Frank became 
convinced of this, tragically the 
blow fell. Frank felt a con- 
tinual pain in his right side. 
His family feared appendicitis. 
Doctors made their tests, went 
into conference, and finally 
told mother and father that 
only two months of life at the 
most remained for him.

Frank in his hospital room, the 
boy looked him straight in the 
eye and said:— 

“Doc, you think we all have 
to live a useful life, don’t you? 
Well, I have only two months 
left. How do I live a useful 
life in two months? 

The famous psychologist 
shook his head and had to an- 
swer: “Frank, I just don’t 
know.” 
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Then the boy said: “Doc, you 
once told me gambling was no 
good. Right? O.K. But will you 
‘unlax’ just this one time? I’ll 
bet a quarter I can find a way 
to live a useful life before I 
die.” 

Ernest Ligon turnéd his eyes 
away, then looked back, and 
smiled, and put a quarter on 
the bureau. The next day when 
he returned he found Frank 
smiling.

Creamed Cauliflower 

One medium-sized cauliflower 
{about two pounds with all out- 
side greens), one cup boiling 
water, one and one-half table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one 
and one-half tablespoons flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt, dash of 
freshly ground epper, one cup 
milk, paprika. Cut heaviest greens 
from cauliflower but leave as 
many as are fresh to cook with 
flowerets.

strips. Soak in salted water, if 
desired, for 15 dr 30 minutes to 
draw out any insects; drain and 
put in a medium-sized saucepan 
with a tight-fitting cover, arrang- 
ing core wedges and greens on 
bottom, flowerets on top. Add the 


three-fourths cup; add cold water 


to make up this amount if neces- 
sary. Melt butter or margarine in 
a@ saucepan over low heat; remove 
from heat and add the flour, salt 
and pepper and blend well. Add 


the reserved cauliflower liquid and * 


the milk gradually, stirring to 
keep smooth. Cook over moderate 
heat until thickened and bubbly; 
continue to cook for two minutes. 
Mix cauliflowerets and sauce and 
reheat. Sprinkle with paprika be- 
fore serving. Makes four to six 
servings.

West’s opening lead had little 
bearing—South was assured of 12 
tricks. The argument then start- 
ed: Who was to blame for missing 
the slam, North or South? 

South’s position was that North 
should have bid four spades, not 
four hearts, over South’s obvious 
cue-bid of four diamonds. 


North’s rebuttal (with which 
this observer thoroughly agrees) 
was that South “missed the boat” 
by failing to make the key bid at 
any time! That key bid, North 
said, was four hearts, and, as 
North pointed out, South had two 
separate chances for that call. 
The first opportunity was when 
East doubled three hearts. A four- 
heart bid by South at this point 
would have clearly announced 
first-round control; and the same 
message would have been given 
by South’s bidding four hearts 
(instead of four diamonds) over 
North’s four clubs. North main- 
tained vigorously that since he 
could not look to South for a void 
in hearts, he certainly could not 
afford to give any greater encour- 
agement than he had already 
given when he stretched his hand 
to keep the bidding open over 
South’s three spades. 

Certainly, North’s argument 
seems valid! No one could have 
criticized him if he had passed 
to three spades; hence, since he 
actually made the chance-giving 
bid of four clubs, he could scarce- 
ly afford further co-operation by 
bidding four spades over South’s 
four diamonds.
